the mountains of the great Contin- 
ental, Divide in Colorado, the one 
most devoid of fear is the Big Horn 
.sheep 
Perhaps it is because Nature 


has .„ lavished upon it most of 
the 


•weapons of self-defense 
Its mas- 


sive, .circling, sharp pointed horns; 
its sure-footed speed in fleeing along 
the very face of dizzy precipes; its 
instinctive sagacity, give the Moun- 
tain •„ Sheep that 
confidence which 


makes it a formidable foe for all 
animals of the range save the moun- 
tain lion 


And yet, as the deep snows of the 


rigorous winter were slowly disap- 
pearing from even the highest peaks 
of fhe Drvide, forest rangers brought 
reports of increasing numbers of Big 
Horn carcasses that were dotting the 
mountain sides just above timberline. 
That was bitter news for the Game 
Commissioner 
The joy and pride 


of his life was the 
rapidity with 


.which the bands of Big Horn in Col- 
orado had been increasing during a 
.long closed season to hunters 
He 


^watched over them with a jealous 
eye. 


So it happened that on the very 


flay I arrived back in Denver after 
-lerty days of riding deer in the 
"White River country, Sid Poe, the 
naturalist of the department, and I 
set.out to ride the Great Divide from 
Fremont county to Ouray 
As the 


crew flies it was more than two hun- 
£red miles, but as a horse walks, up 


down, over and around moun- 


and creeks, it was innumera- 


ble miles 
- For two weeks Poe and 1 rode 


^witliout sighting a single Big Horn, 
"Itawas not until we reached the north 
west corner oi Mineral county that 
%e jpieked up the first Big Horn trail. 
^From the signs it looked as though 
.eight or nine of them were together 
heading toward the top o! Burrhead 
mountain, fourteen thousand 
feet 


above sea level, 
""Reading a Big Horn trail is the 
finest test of a hill rider's craftness^ 
tftfless you are gifted with secoim 
Sight and lots of luck it can't b*> done 
For yards, the double set of twin 
almond shaped tracks, joined sharp- 
ly at the point, will run along quite 
legible except where they traverse 
^barren rock 
Ihen suddenly they stop 
Before 


yon may hang a mushroom-like wall 
of rock 
Or below you may be a 


chasm ten hundied feet deep and a 
hundred feet or more across 
It 


may seem impossible that any living 
thing without wings could scale such 
a wall or cross such a chasm 
But 


there is doubt that Mountain Sheep 
vanish in thin air, and always, soon 
OT late, their tracks will lead to jiist 
such an obstacle 


So, if you would follow the trail 


of the Big Horn, you must be pre- 
pared for a perilous descent of wind- 
smoothed chasm walls, or an ardu- 
ous climb over impossiby jutting 
banks of clay and rock. 


It is this peril of the chase, and 


the matching of keen wits against 
keener instinct, that make the hunt 
for the Big Horn the most worth 
while offered by any other America's 
big game. 


When the Trail Climbed 


Poe and I followed the band slow- 


ly up through the dwarfed and twist- 
ed pines that mark the edge of timb- 
orline on Burrhead. 
The trail was 


at least two days old. We could tell 


that from tup drying cast the hoof- 
prints had uMde in the soggy brown 
soil still damp with moisture from 
melted winter snows But Poe knew 
tliat fjio Tlijf H m n mov*«! slowly nit) 
does not graze over wide areas of 
range 


Easing our horses and pack mules 


up 
the steep mountain 
side 
(we 


could not 55ig-/ig the climb since we 
weie following the Big Horns' trail) 
we weie seveial hours in reaching 
the crest of the mountain. 
And no 


sheep weie in sight 
A half hour 


longer on the tiaU, following 
the 


ridge of Burrhead, brought us to that 
peculiar rocky formation from which 
the mountain got its name 
And it 


brought us, too, to the end of the vis- 
ible trail. 


Rising straight up from the ridge 


of the mountain was the gigantic 
burr, with sides brown and naked 
save for one forsaken pine which 
grew directly out of rock in such a 
twisted manner that it seemed to be 
actually struggling to keep its hold 
on the mountain side 
It would have 


been impossible for a man to have 
scaled that barrier, even though he 
was armecl,as we were, with pickaxes 
and ropes 


"Surely the 
sheep are not up 


there," i exclaimed. 


'Don't be young, don't be young," 


cautioned Poe "You don't see any 
tiacks leading away from here do 
you7 
But you do see those rough 


places on this face of the burr Well, 
the sheep went up there ' 


The rough places were nothing 


more than a series of spots caused 
by the falling away of chips of hand- 
stone that had suffered years of ex- 
posu^e to wind, rain, frost, and sun,. 
None of them had a base or foothold 
much bioader than the open palm of 
a man's hand 
And they occurred 


at irregular intervals 
It seemed in- 


credible that any hoofed animal had 
used them as steps m climbing the 
thirty foot wall 


"There's no use in our climbing 


the burr except just to show yon that 
the sheep are there," explained the 
naturalist, 
"because 
if they have 


made that climb there is nothing 
wrong with them 
They are natural 


and normal 
We are out to see the 


abnormal 
But you'd better learn 


now than later just where to look for 
Big Horn " 


By riding down the side of Burr- 


head for several hundred feet and 
skirting 
northward 
across 
Dead 


Man's Draw, we could begin a circu- 
ling climb that would end on top of 
the burr. An hour of hard climbing 
put us wheie we could see the band, 
just as Poe had declared we would 
find them 


Ten of them stood grazing on the 


sweet grasses that grow at the edge 
of timberline 
Of the ten one was 


facing east, one west, one north, and 
one south—apparently by design. No 
matter in what direction the six oth- 
ers turned the four faced steadily 
their chosen ways 


"That's the way they almost al- 


ways feed " answered Poe to my 
question. "The four are sentinels 
posted to wind any danger that might 
get within striking distance of the 
band. They are feeding now at tim- 
berline, but when we startle them, 
watch the whole bunch jump to the 
south ridge of the burr." 


The south ridge was the steep, in- 


accessible one. 
We had been watch- 


ing the band through glasses, and to 
show me how they would act, Poe 
pushed forward. 
A moment later 


they discovered us. For an instant 
the sentinel facing northward raised 
his beautifully crowned head and 
watched U9. He seemed curious and 
allbwed us to approach several rods! 
closer. Then with a bleat he turned 
on his hind feet and on th6 instant 
the ten sheep were racing to 
the 


south edge of the burr, over which 
luey disappeared without apparent 
slackening of speed 


"No use 
folowmg 
them," said 


Poe 
"They are all right, and safe 


enough 
To-morrow we will come 


across the main band of those Big 
Horns 
And it's my guess they are 


o\er on Red Mountain Red Moun- 
tain is a hard climb, the hardest I 
kno* in the State 
So it's up to us 


to get plenty of rest before morning" 


Long before sunup the next morn- 


ing we had started on the long ride 
across the Rio Grande valley to Red 
Mountain, that rugged peak which 
stands guard at the eastern end of 
the San Juan range 
Red Mountain 


is 
heavily timbered 
up to eleven 


thousand feet 
But at that elevation 


the trees become dwarfed, rapidly 
giving way on the ascent to a series 
of barren, truncated shale and clay 
crags set like hugo sugar loaves, 
one upon the other. 


It was afternoon when we ahan- 


doned our horses at timberlme. The

Then Poe explained how, at the 


beginning of the mating season, the 
old ram of the band, if he be still j 
vigorous and able to hold his own 
against the 
younger 
generation's 


champion, will drive the young rams 
away from the ewes which he will 
sequester unto himself. The young- 
er rams, and those that once have 
felt the power of the leader's horns, 
form a hand of their own, minus 
ewes, and travel slightly in the rear 
of the main flock, the females and 
lambs of which always are driven 
ahead by the conquering leader. 


That State of affairs lasts until 


winter is near at hand. Then hostil- 
ities end 
A truce is declared until 


next fall, and the young rams again 
enjoy feminine companionship 
Oc- 


half a mile or more, we came upon 
the most magnificent Sight I had 
ever seen in all of Colorado's moun- 
tainous grandeur 


The rocks were afire with the light 


of the sun 
The red haze of flame 


overhung the peak And on the top- 
most square of rock stood the King 
of Mountaineers, surrounded by his 
royal family 
His splendid head was 


held proudly up from his graceful 
shoulders, and the red light of the 
mountain glinted and reflected from 
the polished surface of his sweeping 
circle of horns. He stood as immo- 
bile as if carven from the very rock 
—part and parcel of the rugged crags 
It was a scene to intoxicate the fan- 
cy "There's Where we've got to go," 
declared Poe. "It's up tbere that the 
band's been staying this spring and 
summer It's the cradles crag There's 


where the spring crop of lambs was 
born and is being raised; high out 
of reach of all other animals, and 
out of our too, maybe." 


From, whe'-e we stood it seemed 


that no man could climb that crag 
But rather than take a chance on 
"being young" again, I refrained 
from 
immature comment 
I only 


hoped Poe would not suggest an at- 
tempt before morning, and as though 
he were reading my thoughts, he ans- 
wered- 


"Now 
that we know where they 


are we'd better go back to the horses 
and make camp for the night. We'll 
climb bright and early in the morn- 
ing " 


And at daylight the climb began 


We carried provisions on our backs 
for two days. 


It was difficult enough to reach 


the base of the "sugar loaf" on the 
top of which we had seen part of the 
band the day hefore, but from there 
began Che most heart 'breaking bit 
of mountain climbing that ever he- 
fell me. 


By their frequent passing 
from 


their winter home to the cradle crag, 
as Poe had aptly named the peak, 
the sheep had worn something like 
a trail on the face of the "sugar loaf" 
At no point did it seem to be more 
than a foot in width, and often it 
became a foothold of mere inches It 


zigzagged across the face of the crag, 
which receded at an angle of about 
fifteen degrees 
from base to rim- 


rock, and which extended upward for 
at least two hundred feet. 


To make it more hazardous, the 


trail was not continuous, but was 
broken in places where the sheep had 
been forced to make jumps across 
watershed ravines 


"We won't rope ourselves on the 


climb," Poe explained as we stopped 
at the base of the cradles crag "I'd 
better go first And wherever I have ,\ 
to cut a foothold, you cut it bigger 
as you come on 
If you feel you 


can't make any of the steps throw 
me the end of your rope, and when I 
pull, above all things don't hug the 
face of the crag " 


Though my heart was beating fast 


in fearful anticipation, I was keen to 
begin the steep ascent. I had thought 
I had learned something about moun- 
tain climbing while I had ridden herd 
on deer in the White River country, 
but that was achild's game compared 
with the task Poe had laid out for 
us. 


The fust few hundred feet of the 


trail were comparatively easy. There 
the pathway was comfortably broad, 
but when the first turn in tbe trail 
was reached, the trouble be&an.

COMMON COLDS 


The most prevalent illness in the 


"United States is the common cold, a 
disease group included under one 
name and considered of such minor 
importance that vital statistics, do 
not record the enormous number of 
persons who annually are subjected 
to suffering1, inconvenience, and ec- 
onomic loss thereby. 
Remarkable 


as it may seem, the widespread fam- 
iliarity with this condition has bred 
a contempt which hides its serious- 
ness, yet when the sum total of the 
ravages committed by common colds 
is made, it becomes evident that in- 
stead of being a group of trivial af- 
iections, 
common colds must be 


classed as serious diseases. 


The phrase "common colds" like 


"charity," covers a multitude of san- 
itary sins, and curiously enough, the 
name has been applied to a group of 
affections which far from depending 
^absolutely on cold are frequently the 
direct result of living in close, over- 
heated surroundings having a lower 
relative humidity than the dryest de- 
sert known'to man. 


The word "colds" mean an acute 


infection of the lining membarnes 
of the nose, tonsils, throat and larger 
"bronchial tubes. 
The process may 


"be even more extensive and amount 
to a general infection of the entire 
"body. 
All of the breathing appara- 


tus excepting the smaller terminal 
.portions in, the lungs may be involv- 
ed, and as a matter of fact the dis- 
ease may, and often does, spread to 
these, thus producing pneumonia. In 
this connection it may be pointed out 


To prevent a cold it is necessary 


first of all to keep the body resistance 
at a high point of efficiency. 
This 


means 
that 
the 
body machinery 


should be kept in good order at all 
times. Good wholesome food in pro- 
per amount, plenty of sleep, the care- 
ful attendance to the voiding of the 
body wastes, the taking of regular 
exercise in the open air, keeping the 
body clean, keeping the mouth and 
nose 
clean, the 
avoidance of hot, 


stuffy, dusty rooms, the avoidance 
of exposure to sudden changes of 
temperature, the prevention of the 
chilling of the body either by cold 
or wet, are all protective measures. 
It should be borne in mind, however, 
that even robust persons may con- 
tract colds from people who have 
them. 


The germs of colds leave the body 


in the secretions of the mouth and 
nose. 
They enter the body through 


the 
same routs. 
Thus a 
careless 


sneezer and the person who does not 
cover his mouth and nose when he 
:oughs are breeders of these infec- 
tions. The little living bodies which 
cause colds are so small that a mil- 
lion could rest on the head of a pin. 
When a person coughs or sneezes a 
fine spray carrying with it untold 
numbers of these germs is spread in- 
o the surrounding atmosphere to a 
distance of several feet and may be 
easily taken into the mouth and nose 
with the respired air. More direct 
contact such as by kissing, the com- 
mon drinking cup, the common roll- 
er towl, by pipes, toys, pencils, fing- 
ers, food, and other things which 
have been 
contaminated 
by the 


mouth and nose secretions of a'per- 
on having a cold may also carry the 
disease. 


It is an obligation on the part of 


ersons having colds to see to it that 
hey do not spread these colds to 
omebody else. The person who ne- 
lects to cover his nose and mouth 
'hen 
he sneezes and coughs, 
the

United States Ready as Never 


Before to Make "War

that pneumonia kills more people in* 
the United States than any other dis- 
ease excepting tuberculosis and heart 
disease. Many pneumonias begin as 
•a common cold. 
Colds do not pro- 


duce tuberculosis, yet unfortunately 
what is considered as a cold may be 
in reality the first symptoms of the 
white plague. 


The causes of colds are multiform 


and not entirely understood. 
In 


every case, however, they are depend- 
ent upon the growth and activity of 
living germs which are always re- 
ceived from other people. It is true, 
that almost everybody harbors dis- 
ease 
organisms in the mouth and 


nose, and that these under favorable 
conditions 
will produce a cold in 


their host. But these germs in every 
case were received from some other 
person. 
In other words, colds are 


infectious. It used to be though that 
sitting in a draft or a prolonged 
stay in the swimming pool would 
produce a cold. 
This is erroneous, 


but the chilling of the body which 
the draft produces and the weaken- 
ing of the vital forces caused by too 
long a swim, lower the powers of re- 
sistance 
arid permit 
germs which 


have hitherto been harmless to their 
host, to produce their disastrous ef- 
fects. 


It is not necessary to describe a 


cold. 
Everybody is familiar with it 


in all its variations, from the simple also wise to moisten the air a little 
ordinary coryza, which is a polite 
running at 
the nose, to the sore 


to be handled by other people is a 
menace to the community. If such 
a person uses public swimming pools 
if he is not amenable to reason and 
persists in distributing his infection, 
he should be avoided as a spreader 
of pestilence. 


A good deal has been said about 


hardening people so that they will 
not contract colds. There is an ele- 
ment of danger in this since to ex- 
pos a weak person to the rigors of 
cold baths and cold drafts is apt to 
lower resistance, thus favoring the 
very condition which it is desired to 
avoid. 
At the same time, it should 


not be forgotten, that the Arctic ex- 
plorer does not ordinarily have colds 
so long as he stays out in the open 
and that it is not the engineer and 
fireman in the cold, drafty cab who 
have colds but those who ride in the 
close, dusty, overheated coaches be- 
hind. 
When all is said, it must be 


admitted that 
dusty, unventilated 


rooms perhaps play the greatest role 
in producing colds. 


Since colds are a serious condition 


they should be treated as such. 
A 


great many people think that they 
have an infallible remedy for break- 
ing up a cold. This may be harmless 
in itself but usually it is not and con- 
sists of a combination of harmful 
drugs and alcohol, the latter usually 
preponderating.

In certain fin 
Ishing processes, notably with refei 
ence to airplanes, the resources of thi 
country are still far behind those o 
Great Britain and France, but the gap 
is being lessened gradually. 


The data regarding the exports o: 


the United States during the past year 
is issued by the department of com 
meree," give a comprehensive idea o: 
the vast resources of the Unitet 
States. 


The significant part of these figures 


tside from their overwhelming size, is 
that the exports are obviously our out- 
put in excess of our domestic con- 
sumption requirements. 


Thus it is more or less interesting 


to know that whereas in 1914 we sold 
boots and shoes worth $18,000,000, In 
1916 we sent, mainly to Europe, $47,- 
DOO.OOO worth. It is even more inter- 
esting, from the viewpoint of indus- 
trial preparedness, to know that in 
1916 we sold abroad footwear for 23,- 
900,000 pairs of feet. 


• But we are prepared for the turning 
crat of rifles and hand grenades as well. 
The federal government arsenals are 
actually negligible when the resources 
of the private munition plants are tak- 
en into consideration. 


Filling Huge Arms Contracts.

I. Supplication (Testing) w. 43-49.

His 


own people of Nazareth refused to ac- 
cept him "for a prophet hath no honor 
in his own country." It was In Galilee 
that he had his great victories. Here 
he was welcome <v. 45) because they 
had known the things that he did at 
Jerusalem, the report of which was 
brought back by those who had visited 
the feast (John 2:14-17). 
In Cana 


(Ch. 2 •!!) one came to him who was 
a king's officer, one who was used to 
command, and whose great personal 
need overcame any prejudice (Matt. 
9:18; Luke 7:2). God uses afflictions 
ofttimes to drive us to him, and the 
most effective way to induce men to 
come to Jesus is to bring them to 
recognize their need which he alone 
can suDply. The lad was "at the point

Man's extremity is ever God's oppor- 
tunity 
Not only extreme cases of 


sickness can be brought to him, but 
extreme cases of sin as well (I Tim.

He can heal not 


only those who are "at the point of 
death" but those -who are already 
dead (Eph. 2:1). The child was dy-

five feet or more. And even -twenty- 
five feet on the side of a mountain 
•wall is a dizzy height. 


The trail narrowed with surprising

South Bethlehem, Pa., Feb. 9.— 


The Bethlehem steel works lias just 
forged the first 16-inch gun for the 
United States navy—the second made 
in this country. The first one—also 
cast here—now guards the Atlantic 
entrance to the Panama canal, and 
can fire a shot almost 16 miles. 


There is no difference in diameter, 


but the 16-inch navy gun is 840 in. 
or 70 feet long, while the 16-inch 
army hewitzer, more nearly a dupli- 
cate of the German 42-centimetre ter- 
rors, 
is but 300 inches, or 25 feet 


long. 


So far as known, the new United 


.States 16-inch gun for the navy is 
the heaviest and most powerful weap- 
on ever made in the world's history.

The cost of living is high, mainly 


because men of means and large af- 
fairs are not, as a rule, concerned 
about it. 
The portion of their in- 


come that is paid out for food is not 
important to them. 
Whether the 


cost of food be high or low, the dif- 
ference to them is not 
important. 


They may growl a little at the end of 
the month at an increased provision 
bill, but neither themselves nor their 
families are in any way disturbed by 
the price. They never obliged to les- 
sen the amount or quality of the food 
because 
of its high price. 
Hence 


their indifference in the matter. 


Those men who initiate economic 


reform and exert influence on legis- 
lation and on business generally, de- 
vote their energies to enterprises 
that affect their own business inter- 
ests and their gross income. 
Some 


of them sympathize in a humanitari- 
an way with the high cost of living 
and their dependent workmen, or the 
poor generally, but they have no time 
to overcome the entrenched opposi- 
tion of the present system and to 
work economic reforms for the bene-
